THE HANOVBRIAN WRECKED, 


The Pagsengers and Crew Sopposed to Be 
Faved, 

St. JoHNs, N, F., September 2.— The Allen Eline 
maiisteamer Hanoverian isa total loss, baying 
gone ashore this morning at Portugal cove¥iour- 
teen miles north by west of Cape Race. The 
steamer Nimrod was dispatched this aiternoon to 
the rescue of the passengersand crew, who are 
thought to be safe. The British war ship Tenedos 
is also going to the scene of the wreck, The 
Hanoverian isan iron schooner rigged steamer of 
2 558 tops register, and was built at Glasgow in 
iv82, She ran between Liverpoo! and Baltimore 
by way of Halifax. She sailed from baltimore 
August 25, with twenty one cabin, pine interme: 
diate and 145 steerage passengers, anda valuable 
cargo oi grain, flour, tobacco, canned meats, naval! 
stores and miscellaneous goods. She had acrew 
ofeighty-six men. 

The gale of cwind and dense fog prevented 
the steamer Nimrod from going to the scene of 
the wreck, The Hanoverian left Haliax 
at noon Monday with fifty seven pas- 
seneers and her normalcrew. She experienced 
fine weather until mornipg, At Pierre. island, 
when an impenetrable fog was encountered, and 
by false steering, the error of the compass, or the 
negiectof her soundings, the steamer was driven 
at high speed into Portugal cove, seyen miles east 
oi Trepassey, where she now lies a total wreck. 
Ehe parsed over a number of hidden rocks, which 
ripped her bottom almost the whole length. The 
main hold filled with water,and it is not probable 
that the cargo can ve saved. The passengers are 
supposed to be now enroute to Tre- 
pasrey, where they can receive aC.

LAYING THE CAPITOL CORNER 
STONE YESTERDAY. 

One of the Most Interesting Osremonies Everlwit- 
nersea in the State—Thousand of Citizens 
Wituess it-A Great Speech by Genera! 
Lawton-—Full Details of the Day, 


Yesterday the corner stone of the new Geor- 
gia capitol was laid with imposing ceremonies 
and amid great enthusiasm. 

The dey was one memorable in the history 
of Atlanta, and Georgia as well. 

Six tbcusand people witnessed the ceremo- 
py, and a great many were unable to get near 
enough to even see the stone as it was lowered 
to its place in the wall. 

GATHERING EARLY, 

By eight o’clock yesterday morning people 
began to gather at the grounds, and thecrowd 
grew steadily from that time forward. 

They found much to interest themselves with 
and spent the waiting time looking at the 
building and studying the immense walls that 
hed risen nine feet above ground, all around 

On the southwest corner the arches over the 
basement windows had been completed and 
were exceedingly handsome, giving a good 
idea of how the building would look. The 
great foundations for the walls and the dome 
were algo full of interest while the machinery 
lor cutting the stone was kept in motion and 
drew such a large crowd ef interested specta- 
tors that it almost became necessary to shut 
down the saws. The overhead traveler was 
also kept at york unloading  seyer- 
al car loads of stone, the 
contractors being anxious to give the visiting 
Georgians a full insight into the machinery 
for constructipg a million dollar capitol. The 
visiters got a good idea of the foundation and 
first story of the new state house and sawa 
sightthetwill be interesting to talk about 
maby years hence. 

CISTI¥FG READY TO MARCH. 

At hall past $ o'tlnck there™wasa goodly 
number of people on Marietta .street waiting 
tosee the procession formed. The crowd 
grew momentarily until it soon blocked the 
sidewalks. 

Ai * o’clock the ‘house and senate met in 
joint sessiom «to take position in the proces- 
sion. 

Atthe same time the organizations and 
others who wer@ to take part in the exercises 
gathered from ,their various places of ren- 
dezvoug. 

The Masors were the first to reach the place 
selected for the formation of the procession.

EARLY HISTORY, 

To enter fully into the spirit of this occasion, 
we must realize that a little more thana century 
and a half ago, the foundations of the common- 
wealth of Georgla were laid under circumstances 
which bave no parallel in the history of coloniza- 
tion. During the first half of the 15th century, 
Englard’s werlike king, George LU, tarned e 
fora time from the din of arms ands 
parties, and gayeear to statesmen and 
thropists who had the good of mankind 
Foremost among those towhom hel 
joremost in the rare combination of soldier, 
statesman avd philanthropist-—was James Ogle- 
thorpe.

HOW SENATOR MORGAN’S SON 
MEI HIS DBATH. 


He Goes Down the Potomec, Boating with Mrs. 
Stee], and Her Neice, Miss MoVartby—Strik- 
ing 4gainst Hidden Rocks— Young Mor- 
gan’s Effort to Save His Companion. 


Wasxixeton, September 2.—The particulars 
of the sad tragedy on the Potomac last even- 
ing, near the chain bridge, by which John H. 
Morgan, only son of mon Morgan, of Ala: 
bama, end Mrs. Emma Della Steel, lost their 


lives, are as follows: 
Mr. Morgan, who is a member of the Wash- 


ington canal club, left the club house about 
four o’clock in the afternoon, going in 
the lola, a double canoe, 
with Mrs. Steel, while Mrs. 
Stee]’s niece, Miss Lulu McCarthy, accompan- 
ied them in a single canoe, a6 she desired to 
practice paddling. About 1:10 0 clock, when 
a quarter of a mile below the chain bridge, 
the double canoe was capsized, and both occu- 

ents, Mr. Morgan and Mrs. Steel, were 

rowned. Morgan went down while attempt- 
ing toseave kiscompanion. He was a ood 
swimmer, butct very slight physique. 
McCariby, who had turned her 
down stream, and was some 
in advance, happened to turn her head over 
her shoulder and saw the Iola upset, Shesaw 
the two occupants in the water, and heard 
Morgen cry: ‘Lulu, Lulu,” betore he sank. 
She at once turned about, but when she had 

addled to the spot, both Morgen and Mrs. 
Eteel bad disappeared under the waters. The 
canoe, it appears, had struck a sunken rock. 
The current at this point is very swift, making 
a series of rapids, and there are many dan- 
gerous rocks in the water. After paddling 
about the fatal _ a balf hour or more, vain- 
ly heping that the forms of her companions 

would rise tothe surface, Miss McCarthy, in 
despair, started down the river after help, 
She bad proceeded but a little way when she 
met two gentlemen in a boat, and went back 
with them to make another fruitless search. 
Miss McCarthy and her two new companions 
then turned sgain down stream towards 
Holtzeman’s. Miss McCarthy being now ex- 
bausted was taken into the other boat. At 
Holitzemsn’s, Miss McCarthy was 
cared for by Mrs. Holtzeman, and 
subsequently wastaken to her home in a 
buggy by Mr. Holtzman greatly to the re- 
lief of her distressed mother, to whom the 
report hed been brought that her daughter 
had been drowned. Mr. Holtzman drove to 
Senetor Morgan’s house at First and B streets, 
northeast, snd informed him of his son’s 
death. The announcement for a moment 
stunned tbe senator. When he had 
recovered bis composure, he gave directions 
to have a thorough search 
made for the bodies, and a force of men was 
soon at work inthe river. Mra. Steel was a 
widow about 40 years of age,a clerk in the 
gener] land office, and resided with her 61s- 
ter, Mre. McCarthy, and her niece Mies 
McCarthy, at 2,116 G street. Mrs. Morgan is 
serioutly il), and has been kept in ignorance of 
her son’s death for fear the announcement 
would prove fatal.

THE COMMISSION AND THE RAILROADS, 


The opinion of General A. R. Lawton, as 
expressed in an interview published in an- 
other column, on the necessity of the limi- 
tation of the power of the railroad commis- 
sion, adcs snother strong argument to the 
already urgent demand for the protection 
of the railroads of the state against 
such ubjcst discrimination aes that 
to which they are subjected by the law 
under which the commission operates.

From the sane 
eource it is reasonable to expect,-with proper 
encouragement, continued assigiance in the 
work of the development of the state's re- 
sources, ithe first move toward whicad is, 
Maturally, ‘the construction of a_ thor-

gives the commission euch boundless and 
erbitrary power, is aliered by remedial lez- 
islatiov, we cannot expect the investment ia 
railroads in Georgia of a dollar of that captal 
which from the overburdened money cen- 
ters of the north anxiously turns towards a 
profitable investmentin the south.

NOUNCESA BIG CUT, 


Railroad Rates to the Bast—A Bitter Vight Believed 
to be Ineugurated—The Louisville and Nash- 
ville East Bound Freight Rates— The 
Railroad News from Other Points.

CHATTANOOG4, Tenn., September 2.—[Special].—A 

cut in the passenger rates to the principal eastern 
points was made tonight by the Western anid At- 
lantic railroad, which itis believed will precipt- 
tate cne of the bitterest rate wars ever known in 
thesouth. About a week ago the Western and 
Atlantic people cut the rate twenty per cent, and 
falling to provoke a fight, tonight 
made another cut of filty-five per 
cent. The rate tonight to Washington, 
Britimore, Philadelphia and New York is now 
lowcr than ever before from Chattanooga. The 
cut means the bitterest rate war that has occurred 
for years. It will inyolve the Louisville and 
Nashville, East Tennesse, Virginia and Georgia, 
Queen and Crescent router, all competing lines 
to the east, and rates are expected to go to pieces 
tomorrow. What induced the Western and At~- 
lantic to cut the rate is not known. 

J.G. Tomlinson, assistant master of motive 
power on the Queen and Cresent route, has been 
ordered to make his hea@quarters in this city. 
This order is very significant, as it means the con- 
eolidation of the Alabama Great Bouthern, and 
the Cincinnati Great Scuthern railroad shops in 
this city, to make them the central shops of the 
entire system. : 

An important reduction in rates on iron and 
nails between this city and Knoxville was made ® 
today, the rate being reduced from 10% to 9 
cents. lu consequence cur iron manulactsrers 
bave a new outlet east.

Colonel L, L. Lengdon, of the Second Artillory, Talks 
&boat the Boldicr’s Life~He Tells tow They 
Enlist, How They Live and How They 
Dic—Some Interesting Statements, 


“Yes, we want a few recruits, good, sober 
able-bodied men,” said Colonel Langdon of 
the Second Artillery. 

“What's the pay, colonel?” asked the ques- 
tioner. 


“Thirteen dollars per month, and the length 
of service is five years.”’ 

“That eppears to be small pay. Can you 
get all the recruits you want at those fi gures?”’ 

“Oh, yet, and more too. We-can secure 
plenty of men; more than we want, but we 
can’t always get good men. I mean just 
euch men as a good officer would like to see 
inthearmy. Then the pay ofa soldier is not 
bad. See, he gets thirteen dollars a month for 
aterm of five years. He is clothed and fed. 


Ee has po expense whatever and can 
seve all his pay except a dollar or 
two # month and walk out of ranks 
et theend of his enlistment with all his 
morey.’’ 

‘What's that dollar or two for?’’ 

“You mean the dollar or two he must 
epend? Onedollar each per month goes to 
the roldiers home, while the other dollar goes 
for tobacco if he chews. The dollar that goes 
to the home is a safe investment, for when the 
soldier hes served twenty years or gets disa- 
cau can go there for the balance of his 
ife,’ 

“What sre the requirements. I mean what 
sort of men do you take?”’ 

“Wewant the best men we can get. He 
must be five feet six inches tall and sound in 
limb, body and mind. A great man people 
think that the army ismade up of the worst 
element on the face of the earth. That, how- 
ever, isnottrue. Several years ago the army 
contained some hard cases, but today very few 
ct that kind are left. They have 
been weeced out, and a ma 
who entersthe army must be able to do most 
anything elee, Let me ‘illustrate. A few 
days ego two men who had deserted from my 
camp in Florida went to the marshal at Birm- 
ipngham, Ala, and surrendered themselves 
stating that they were deserters. The mar- 
shal brought them over and we have them 
in camp now. Soon after they 
were brovght in I asked one of them why he 
came beck. I did notask him why he de- 
serted but why he came back. It wasjust as 
lexpected. After he deserted he found that 
he eculd not do anything e!se and came back. 

Vel), that is the kindot men we don’t want. 
We don’t went ea man who can’t do anything 
else then be a soldier.” 

‘““WRet will you do with those deserters?” 

“Give them a trialandsendthem up to 
Fort Leavenworth, Learn ‘them a trade. 
That's a funny idea isn’t it? The government 
recijtims a wen who deserts the ranks, tries 
bim and then gives him a home where he can 
learn a trade.” 

“Do meny men desert?” 

“Not s0 many now as a few yearsago. The 
class of men we are seeking nowand enlisting 
are men who will regard the oath. Why,do you 
know thatthe number of men who don’t re- 
gerd their cath is extremely large? Only a 
aey ortwo ago two men came here to enlist. 
They were chums. They went before the 
board and were examined and passed on to 
the officer before whom they 
wele to be sworn in. One 
wes sworn in and then it was ascertained that 
the examiners did not want the other. This, 
of course, parted the chums. The one who 
was admitted, asked permission to go to his 
home to get his clothing. The request was 
gravted and he never came back.” 

“Suppoee you would catch him, would you 
try bim fer desertion?” 

‘“‘Isn’t be a deserter? Why shouldn’t he be 
tried? Hesn’t:he viclated his oath as much 
a8 & men who serves 2@ year and deserts? 
Speaking of deserters. Let metell you a case. 
While in Florida I was informed one day that 
& man was at the door tosee me. I went out 
and the man declared that he wasa deserter 
and wented tosurrender himself. He was filthy 
and crippled. I asked him when he deserted 
and found cut that if was about ’54. See, he 
deserted betore the war and years after, when 
crippled, out of money and sick he came back 
to secure attention. took him in and sent 
him to tbe hospital. He was dishonorably 
discharged.” 

“Have you many southern boys in the 
army ?”’ 

“Yes. A great many, and they make good 
goldiers. Your Georgia boys especially make 

ood men. We have them from Virginia, 
faryland, the Carolinas, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi.”’ 

‘Have you enlisted any since you came to 
Atisnta?” ° 

“Yes, five, end they are all good men. Ex- 
cellent fellows. We have hed twenty appli- 
cants that wo have turned away. We want 
only a few more.”’ 

‘‘Does a private ever get above the ranks?” 

“Ob, yes. If a man shows himself worthy 
there is not an officer in the army who would 
rothelp him togetacommission. A man bas 
every chance toimprove and work up. We 
have a good library to which he has accoss 
and then we have a school teacher. He can 
go to school and can advance as he wants.”

THE CHOLERA REPORT. 


A HORRIBLE STATBOPF AFFAIRS IN 
MARSEILLSS. 


qhe City Reeking with Filth—The Report of Consu 
Mason 'o the State Depart ment—An Irgenious 
Bcbeme of Mat) Robbery ia North Caro. 
ittea—Departmental News, Etec 


Wasutxctonx, September 3.—The seretary of 
ibe state has received a detailed report from 
Consul Mason, in regard to the cholera at 
Marseilics.. He comments on the false polic 
of the authorities in endeavorlpg to suppress 
the truth a8 to the existence of the disease 
and speaks of the sensalon caused by the 
rude -awakening on theltth ultimo, when 
the community was shocked by the announce 
ment that am epidemic prevailed in thei 
midst. Hessys furtlier that then the cit; 
yealized that it was in the first stage of ay 
epidewic of real Asiatic cholera, which 
had not been imported from elsewhere 
but was propagated in Marseilles by filth and 
ibe neglect of the authorities, impregnated b 
the surviving germs of last year’s visitation 
The mest clementary principles of sanitary 
cleanliness areunknown in Marseilles. The 
gutters of the streets flow with the veriest filth 
The canala and sewers are infected. On the 
eastern side of the old port 1s one building 
which contains 700 inhabitants, whose ex 
crements are thrown into the recesses of the 
stairweys. Behind the mairie is a school for 
young girls, poisoned by exhisations from the 
vaults of the neighboring closets, and aire 
only by windows opening upon a dark close 
court, which is a veritable sink. The aboy 
facts are based on. statements made by 
Dr. Bronardel, 2 prominent phy 
Marseilles, who attribute 
responsibility tor this squalo 
partly to the impertect laws relating to drain 
age aud sewerage. His statements are moré 
ahan confirmed by Dr. Albenois, anothe 

rominent pbysician, who says that the 

ouses at the old port are notoriously unclean 
and that some ofthem are actually infeciu 
ous, especially those in the rear of the bourse 
After deccribingand denouncing the systen 
of sewers which, with one exception, pour the 
entire filth of the city into the old port, Dr 
Elbenois concludes that it is certain that it it 
had been desired to prepare the ground for s 
new epidemic, it would have been impossible 
io have adopted a more effective process 
from the ist to the 19h of August 
ihere were 721 deathg, an 
average of 38 perday. The disease has also 
appeared seriously in the suburbs of the city. 
The malady has been relatively more fatal thaa 
Jast year tothe sailors of vessels in the port, 
and bas been particularly severe with seamen 
from Englandand Scandinavia. The disease 
manifesis its characteristic preference for the 
dissipated, insane andunclean. The present 
Situation and the record of the past secondary 
epidemic indicate that the scourge has, per- 
haps, reached its maximum fatality and will 
gradualiy subside to finish in October or No- 
wember.
